REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


This is in response to the Official Action mailed March 13, 2006 in the above-identified 
application. The Examiner issued an election/restriction requirement to one of the following: 


Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-21 and 24-32, 
without traverse. Claims 22-23 directed to a non-elected invention have been withdrawn. 

In addition, the Examiner indicated that Group 1 contains species A directed to a 
parasitic antenna including a plurality of turns with one end grounded and species B directed to a 
parasitic antenna including a plurality of turns with both ends floating. Applicants hereby elect 
to prosecute species A, without traverse. A listing of claims readable thereon of species A 
includes claims 1-5, 7-21 and 24-32. Of Group 1, claims 1-3, 7-21 and 24-32 are generic as was 
also indicated by the Examiner. Applicants respectfully submit they are entitled to claims to 
additional species upon the allowance of a generic claim.
